Coffee County

were planted in 1945, As a whole 
the stands are good, consifering 
the amount of rain and variation

Peanut yields in Coffee County 
are around 800 pounds per acre, 
This low yield is caused by dig- 
ging peanuts from the same land 
year after year, low applications 
of fertilizer, and leaf spot, By 
correcting these three causes the 
yield ran be inereased, 

Leaf spot can be controlled by 
applying sulphur or copper sul- 
phur dust to the peanut vines 
about the time the leaf spot ap- 
pears Fifteen pounds per acre 
should be used and the crop should 
be dusted three times at 15 days 
or two weeks intervals, In some 


cases four applications may be 
needed,

Bill Bugs Attacking Corn 
Bill bugs are damaging young 
corn in several areas over Colfee 
County. These insects do not nor- 
mally cause serious damage to 
crops in this section of Alabama, 
However, they may build up in 
number over a period of years to 
the extent where they will do seri- 
ous damage. Ordinarily the bill 
bugs are found on soils that are a 

bit damp, such as bottom land. 
There is no practical treatment 
for control of this insect. Crop 
rotation and early fall and winter 
plowing are recommended to re- 
duce damage by the corn bill bug.

Soil Conservation 
Over Coffee County 


By G. L. Edwards, 
Soil Conservationist 

The recent heavy rains that 
have caused such havoe to crop- 
lands in the county could be a 
blessing in disguise, if only the 
eyes of our farmers are opened to 
the dangerous results of erosion, 
when it is allowed to go uncheck- 
ed, Instead of throwing up our 
hands in disgust and calling it 
quits, let’s resolve to do something 
this fall and next spring to com- 
bat the robber who is taking our 
soil from right before our eyes. 

Here’s what some of our farm- 
ers are doing to help fight erosion 
and add more cash to their pock- 
etbooks: 

W. L. Grimsley, of Enterprise,

MEMORY SELECTION—Let us love

Friendship comes to those who are 
friendly, That response of heart to 
heart, which opens up the deep wells 
of mutual devotion, is one of life's 
richest experiences, 

There is too little true friendship 
in the world because men and wom- 
en have not learned of the Lord 
Jesus what it means to be a real 
friend, 

There are mutual privileges and 
correspondingly mutual responsibili- 
ties in friendship. There are sor- 
rows to share as well as joys, and 
there are times when there must 
be the outpouring of sacrificial de- 
votion, 

“There's not a friend like the low- 
ly Jesus, no, not one!’’ is not just 
the sentiment of a hymn writer. 
There is no friend like the Lord, He, 
therefore, merits our’ fullest de-

There are three incidents in our 
lesson, all of which took place in 
Bethany, the little village near Jeru- 
salem where our Lord had found 
real friends, He went there to rest, 
to pray, and to find companionship.

Jesus, 
his distinguished guest, was at din- 
ner with the disciples, when a 
woman walked in unannounced and 
anointed his head with costly spike- 
nard ointment. The disciples were 
surprised, and led by the betrayér, 
Judas, who had his hands on and 
in the money bags, they protested 
such awful waste. 

Think of it—the value of this oint- 
ment was 300 pence, the equivalent 
(we are told) of 500 days of work. 
That means in our day it would be 
worth from three to five thousand 
dollars, 


She should have stopped to think! 
Some lesser gift would have shown 
her love, and this rich gift could 
have been used for the poor! 

Thus reasons the cool, calculat- 
ing church member; but the be- 
liever with his heart full of love for 
the Master, gives without stint. 

The Lord honored her gift, and ac- 
cepted it as the anointing of his 
body for his coming death, He re- 
minded them that they would al- 
ways have the poor to care for, and 
he would soon be gone.

We can be- 
come so busy with church work, 
holding offices in religious organiza- 
tions, yes, even with preaching 
and teaching, that we do not have 
time for personal fellowship with 
the Lord,
